between opposite corners being 22 millimetres and across flats 19 

millimetres. 
( 11 ) Design . - Obverse : This face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capital of 

the Asoka Pillar with the words " T " in Hindi and " India " in 

English inscribed thereon surrounded by 44 beads. 
Reverse : This face of the coin shall bear the year of coinage and the value 

of the coin in International numerals surrounded by 44 beads. In 
addition to the value, the number of such coins required to make up 
one rupee shall also be indicated as shown below :
